TOKENS OF UTAH 
By 
Harry F, Campbell 





What is a token? Simply put, a token is a medium of exchange, mainly 
in coin form (token) or paper (scrip), used privately in commerce, During 
the past ten years some 4,000 token items have been recorded from Utah's 
businesses located in 207 Utah communities and ghost toms. It is estimated 
that thousands of these pieces of history still lie in boxes in dark corners, 
or lay discarded in some old dump. 


The slow emergence of these coins illustrates Utah's past and reflects 
a great social and historical indicator regarding the commercial and business 
life during Utah's early territorial and statehood days, They reveal a 
pattern of life as practiced during 'Hard Times'. 


Issued by paloons from the mid 1870's, they emerge in great abundance 
at the turn of the century in bars, mercantiles, hotels, cigar stores, pool 
halls, together with many other businesses. Used in the promotion of 
business to make change during scarce money periods, we find that the advent 
of prohibition starting in small Utah towns forced the closure of saloons 
due to harsh business license restrictions imposed. In the year 1908, Salt 
Lake City had some 212 businesses listed under 'Saloons', most using tokens, 
but by 1917, many of these establishments died off due to the advent of 
full prohibition. One can only wonder as to the fate of the token coins € 
used in these firms, Fros 1918 en, tokens wore used on a less robust scale, 
and the bars that survived sold only beer and were listed under 'Soft Drink 
Parlors’. 


Struck mainly in brass and aluminum, tokens stated that they were 'GOOD 
FOR' a value or product and read as such; others just gave a name and address 
without stating any 'Good For' and are referred to as 'Store Cards'. Used 
as a medium of exchange in Europe for centuries, history records 'Tokens' 
as having been carved out of leather or made out of lead or copper! Tokens 
show up in America in great abundance during the period referred to as 
‘Hard Times' around 1837 during the demise of the private banks. Although 
they were first seen in the Colonial Era, they are seen again during the 
Civil War period when copper, gold, and silver coins left circulation due 
to hoarding. Although tolerated by the government during bad economic 
times, the merchant coins were stopped by law in 1864 as the war was winding 
down. 


Until recent times, little was kmown of the Numismatic history of Utah 
except for the token coins struck by Brigham Young and his pioneers which 
were made of gold and were used in early commerce, They are today referred 
to as ‘Mormon Coins'. Odd pieces of scrip were know in the 1860's and 
1870's, but the earliest known token/store card piece was struck by Jacob 
Alt for his saloon in Salt Lake City and is dated 1876, The reverse shows 
masonic symbole indicating his association with this prominent group, 
ine etruck after this period made reference to a 'Good For' - Good For A

She was often called the hermitess of the west desert. Those who knew 
her later years called her Aunt Mary, but Torna remembers her aS "no | 
nose Maggie’. 

She was Borm in North Dakota in: 1858 and was christened Mary Alice 
Ann Devitt. Little is known of her childhood or her travels, but when 
she arrived in the booming mine camp of Eureka, Utah, she was a beautiful 
Curvaceous young woman and a practitioner of the worlds oldest profession. 

It was rumored that she was the daughter of a promenent Salt Lake 
family. Others said that she had left her husband in Seattle for the 
glitter of Nevada's boom towns. But none of this mattered to the miners, 
gamblers, and saloon keepers who had come to make their fortune in Utah's 
Tintic mountains. 

Although Mary was always in the company of men, she had a special 
affection for one in particular. A young Irish miner named Tim. But 
another girl who called herself Jackie had set her cap for the curly 
headed Irishman, and soon a jealous feud erupted between the two women. 

One Saturday night Tim failed to keep his promised appointment with 
Mary and as the minutes ticked by she grew more and more angry. Her 
jealousy raged as she set out to find her rival. No sooner has Mary 
entered the doors of the saloon when she saw Tim an Jackie sitting 
together at a table near the bar. "C'mon in" purred Jackie, "Tim can 
always buy a drink for a has been." 

Mary's rage boiled over,her first blow sent Jackie sprawling on to the 
floor. "Damn you" screamed Jackie and the fight was on. The miners 
quickly formed a circle around the two clawing girls, Some of the men 
took bets on the outcome of the battle, others stood on the bar for a 
better view but most sheered the girls on as they roled on the floor 

scratching and kicking. Soon shreds of clothing began to disappear 
exposing silk silk stockings and white skin, 

The cheers and laughter grew louder but Suddeniy stoped as a horrifying 
scream of pain pierced the room. All eyes centered on Mary Alice who 
sat on the floor both hands covering her face with blood streaming onto 
her dress. Jackie her face badly scratched and bleeding, drew herself 
to her feet and with a look of content spat Mary Alice's nose onto 
the floor. “dain the horrified Mary screamed as she ran from the room. 

The men stood in shock even the hardened miners pale at what they 
Saw. Jackie soon realized that she had won the fight but no one wanted 
to congratulate the winner. One miner yelled out, “maybe some one should 
hold her down and chew off her nose". Knowing that her well being and 
berhaps her life was in danger, she quickly pushed through the crowd 
and with out even stopping to bandage her wounds, promptly left town. 

Mary's wounds healed slowly and painfuly, her face was only a 
remnant of what it had been. She knew that deprived of her "looks" 

She could not keep body and soul together for long. 

So Mary with her usual determination headed west. She drifted from 
camp to camp until she arrived in the town of Joy. The Detroit mining 
district had been organized in 1819 and several mines had been developed. 
When Maggie (as she was now called) arrived Joy was a small but prosnerous 
camo of about 200. 

Maggie wasted no time in opening a small store and saloon. Most of 
the miners spent their time a Maggies even though they would say Maggie 
and the whiskey were hard to take. For a while there were good times in 
Joy, business was good and Maggie soon married a hard drinking drifter 
named Laird. But the mines began to close one By One as the veins of 
precious metal began to disappear. 

Hard times had come to Joy. Maggies only visitors now were drifters 
and cowboys who stopped for supplies and maybe something to wash down 
the dust. :

Maggies husband lost no time in leaving for greener pastures and as 
usual he traveled light leaving everything behind including Magqie. 

In her later years even: the meager earnings from her store could | 3 
not support her needs and she was forced to accept help from the county. & 
By now Mary's enemy was old age having lost most of her sight to It. 

Friends living in Payson finally persuaded hier to leave her home and 
move in with them. In 1934 Mary Alice past away in the Payson hospital. 
Maggie returned to Eureka for the last time as she was laid to rest 1n 
the Eureka city cemetery. 

Few remember her today all that remains of Joy is a few fock founda- 
tions. But if you're ever in south central Juab County stop off in Joy 
you'll find it in the Drum Mountains Near Lady Laird Peak, After all 
the old town has quite a story to tell.
